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^ Another 
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Low Rate of Coal Production 


American 3Ista.l Market. 


The low rate reached by bituminous 


coal production may bo viewed in va- 
riou« ways. The Geological Survey's 
report lor the week ended December 3 
shows a daily average for the week o£ 
' 1.179,000 net tons, which is tno lowest 
dally rate since last April. The curre 
ot production showed a-veiy slight as- 
cent after that, to the early part o£ 
June, then a very gradual decline'to 
the end ot July. 


What occurred after the end of July 


i« particularly important, on account 
of various views that have been taken 
of the recent slump in the production 
rate. Ttere was a gradual ascent dur- 
ing August and September and then in 
October a sharp increase, but only Jor 
a short time. Since the end of October 
there oas been a very sharp drop. 
Otherwise production in the last week 
reported on could not have been down 
to the low rate of April. 


'It is repeatedly asserted that the 


low production in the past few weeks 
has been due to stocks accumulated 
En anticipation of the railroad strike 
that was called for October 30. The 
point is that this explanation must not 
be used to explain too much. It can 
properly be used to explain the liqui- 
dation of stocks accumulated in Octo- 
ber, hot It cannot be takea to involve 
liquidation of.all.extra coal produced 
since August 1. That Is, the anticipa- 
tion of a railroad strike was in Octo- 
ber, not in August, September and Oc- 
tober. If there was accumulation in 
August and September it was in an- 
ticipation of winter w&ather, not a 
strike, interfering with railroad oper- 
ation. 


Taking this viewpoint, it seems rea- 


•onable to assume that consumers are 
not liquidating 'stocks at this time. 
The figures would Indicate that they 
have had time to liquidate such little 
stocks as were accumulated in antici- 
pation of a railroad strike, but it is 
unreasonable to assuma that, if buyers 
accumulated stocks. la August and 


September in anticipation o£ winter 
they would be liquidating these stocks 
now. 
just when winter weather is Just 


ready to begin occurring. 


One nas reason to conclude that 


coal consumption has not materially 
increased of lately, but that raiher 
there U a possibility it bus decreased 
somewhat ot late. Now, what is the 
consumption in general and what does 
it mean? The common view is that 
coal production is at a cerribly low 
rate. That is a matter of viewpoint, 
however. The total production of bi- 
tuminous coal this year from January 
1 through December 3 is reported at 
379,178,000 tons, and assuming the 
same rate to obtain through the ro~ 
mainder of the year as in the week 
ond«d December 3 the year's produc- 
tion would be approximately -100,000- 
000 tons. 


The common view seems to be that 


this is air extremely low rate of pro- 
duction consumption. 
In times like 


these OBC should take a broad view. 
"\Vo have 400,000,000 tons—with what 
shall we compare it? There Is the 
record production, 573,385,820 tons in 
1918. This year is off 31 per cent by 
that comparison, but 1518 was a de- 
cidedly exceptional year. Also let us 
not forget that the stocks of coal on 
Armistice Day were record high for 
all time. Let us compare the 400,000- 
000 tons with previous years. 
One 


finds that 1910 showed a production 
of 417,111,142 tons, and no previous 
year showed as much. Population has 
| increased only about 17 per cent since 
that time and the number of persons 
gainfully employed has increased only 
about 10 per cent, 'while 1910 wa« a 
very busy year all around. H Is estab- 
lished that our work involves much 
more coal consumption than formerly. 
Are we consuming coal less efBciectly 
or have we curtailed classes of work 
that do not require coal 2n favor of 
classes of wort that do require coai?

•irorkere, Furtnermoro, city firemen 
»nd mine operators hare been cir- 
cularized -with letters and advertise- 
ment* of army gas masks offered for 
«al» ny certain persons who made un- 
reeerred statements, probably through 
' Ignorance, that the masks would pro- 


tect wearers in mlne^ and burning 
buildings. The falsity of these state- 
memti was evident to the Bureau ol 
illaea, which took stem immediately 
to notify ihe public that army gas 
mask* had serious limitations, espe- 
atally wn«n used in flro fighting or in 
»ay place where unusually heavy 
•mount* of poisonous gas are present 
This warning ha» been verified by th 
•ctual experiences of some city fire- 
mea who have tried army masks. On 
the other hand the excellent qualities 
of the masks have also been demon- 
strated at fires. 


'Whether or not firemen should 


adopt the army gas mask for general 
nae has been much discussed. Theo- 
retically it would seem that the half- 
hour oxygen breathing apparatus, 
which keeps out all gases and supplies 
exygen. would be much safer than the 
ga> masks for fire-fighting. JBut prac- 
tical experience shows that firemen 
•s a rule, do not favor oxygen-breath- 
lag apparatus. 
TO them it seems 


cumbersome and uncertain In action. 
The combination of oryg«n cylinder, 
Breathing.bag. regenerator canister, 
•valve and pressure gajre appears too 
complicated for the rough and ready 
work of flre fighting. AlrJiough. such 
apparatus has "been on thn market for 
a number of years, it H seldom, put 
into practical use, even when on hand. 
«t fires. Firemen prefer to take their 
chances unencumbered, or at most 
•Imply to tie a wet hiuKlkerchlef or 
towel over the nose and mouth to 
keep ont some of the smoke.

British Mines Use 


More Machinery in 


Coal Production 


An Increased use of mechanical ap- 


pliances in British coal mining is dis- 
closed by the official report of the 
chief inspector oi mines which has 
just beea Issued for the year 1920. 
Leas than six per cent ot the coal 
mined in British pit* in 1910 was ob- 
tained by coal cutting machines, while 
in 1920 tho quantity thus obtained 
amounted to 13.2 per cent of the total 
production.

Comparative figures from the official 


reports Indicate that in 1910 the ton- 
nage cut by machinery was 15,7*7,658 
tons; in 1920 that tonnage was almost 
doubled. 
In 1918 678 mlnen usins 


4,041 
machines mined 28,196,485 tons 


of coal. In 1920 760 mines using 5,073 
machines produced 30,746,274 tons. 


The nse of electricity at British 


coal mines, Jor all purposes, con- 
tinues to expand. In 1918 the horse- 
power of motors Installed was 965^47. 
In 1920 the horse-power was 1,080,822, 
a gain in two years of approximately 
12 per cent. Three-fifths of tha total, 
in 1920, was employed below ground 
mainly in electric drive pumps and 
haulage. 
Electric winding absorbs 


about one-eighth of the horse-power 
of surface motors. Of tha total num- 
ber of mechanical coal cutters in use 
three-sevenths are electrically driven.
